In it can be found spacious 
apartments, private offices for g overn­ 
ment officials, furnished richly with 
all the “appurtenanoea thereunto be­ 
long ing or in any manner appertain­ 
ing ,” as the lawy ers would say , all in 
line of eleg ant and massive furnish­ 
ing s, beautiful carpets and rug s to 
match, of the oriental pattern; only 
such as Uncle Sam can provide for his 
officials.

St. Petersbu rg, Ju ly 10.—The two 
events that moat Interest officials and 
people here are the su rrender of the 
Potemklne by the mu tineers fit Klis­ 
ten Ji, Ron mania, and the tovasloo by 
the Japanese of Sakhalin, the latter 
being by far the most Important In Its 
Influ ence on the war with Japan, as 
the navy has dropped ou t as a factor 
In that war. 
With the Japanese flag 
hoisted for the first time on Ru ssian 
soil after eighteen months of war the 
importance of the landing on the Isl­ 
and of Sakhalin is generally admitted 
both in newspaper 
comment and in 
government cl rales. Complete occu pa­ 
tion of the island is regarded as a fore­ 
gone conclu sion. 


Sto ry o f the O ccupatio n. 
The news of the Japanese occu pa­ 
tion of the island on me in a dispatch 
from General Llapnnoff, who was in 
command there.

Policeman John Do ye ran into the hail 
and arrested H art after the latter had, 
fired at him twice. 
Then the negroes 
of the neighborhood, not u nderstand­ 
ing why the mob which had chased 
H art and forced him to arm himself 
was not molested by the police, at­ 
tacked I.oye in an attem pt at rescu e. 
From this resu lted other fights and 
shootings. 
None of the mob was air- 
rested.

Sea bathing had its origin In England 
before 1750, when Dr. Fvicbard Ru sseP 
pu blished his treatise on the virtu es 
of sea water. 
The healing virtu es of 
the sea bath were not u nderstood, nor 
was the practice of sea bathing gen­ 
erally resorted to. 
There seems to 
have existed a horror of the sea; in­ 
deed, In mediaeval times a compu lsory 
dip in Its waters was a sentence often 
passed on the pu blic offender. 
In the 
earlier decades of the eighteenth cen­ 
tu ry western Eu rope su ffered heavily 
u nder “king’s evil.” the popu lar name 
for that tu bercu lou s affection which 
scou rged all classes from peer to peas­ 
ant. 
Dr. Ru ssell, a Su ssex practitioner, 
hail observed that dwellers on the 
coast u sed to drink of the sea water, 
bathe In it, even wash their sores in 
it and bind them u p with sea 
weed. 
Having satisfied hlmseif 
a« to the 
efficacy of the practice 
he began 
to 
prescribe for his patients with most 
satisfactory resu lts. 
Ills treatise re­ 
su lted in the coasts becoming large 
ly patronized by the ailing, and the de* 
, manil for seaside lodgings was soon a 
growing 
qu antity. 
This 
gradu ally 
spread to the continent. 
Theu people 
commenced to see that fresh w ater 
was a good tiling, and the vital im­ 
portance of the skin as an excretor of 
waste was greatly emphasized some­ 
what later (in 
when the morning 
“tu b” was institu ted and has since ac­ 
qu ired a worldwide repu tation. 


OLD JEWISH T RADIT ION. 


T h e W ay th e lu r a e ltte « o f Old L o st

The Jew’s of eastern Palestine and 
Asia Minor have a qu eer tradition 
which has su rvived from ancient times 
and tells of a remote period In their 
history when every fu lly devolped Is­ 
raelite was equ ipped with three perfect 
eyes. 
The two main optics were situ ­ 
ated in the front part of the head, ju st 
as eyes are today, bu t the third was 
located In the back part of the head 
ju st above the nape of the neck in the 
edge of the hair. This wonderfu l third 
eye in man was not “evolu ted” ou t of 
existence, bu t was closed by divine In­ 
ju nction cn the day when Moses was 
given the tables of stone on Sinai. 
You remember that God's command 
on tlie day that the tables were renew­ 
ed was to the effect that no man shou ld 
be seen in the vicinity of the holy 
mou nt. 
(See Ex. xxxlv, 3.) 
The be­ 
lievers In the three eye tradition say 
that Moses su pplemented God’« com­ 
mand by ordering the faithfu l who 
were encamped In the valley to tu rn 
their head« from the mou ntain. 
This 
they did, bu t took good care to u ncover 
the eye that wa« situ ated In the back 
of the head. Moses, noticing this « how 
of du plicity on the part of his follow 
era, asked God to close the third, or rear, 
eye, and since that day the Israelites, 
in common with the remainder of hu ­ 
manity, hare been forced to depend on 
two eyes only.
